— Sen- 
ator Harrison (Dem.), Mississippi, 
chairman of the Senate committee 
which -helped write the new §$65,- 
000,000,000 tax law, replied in-the 
Senate today to the criticisms of 
the law voiced by President Roose- 
velt yesterday in a speech at Ar- 
thurdale, W. Va. Emphasizing his 
words, Harrison said: 

“Congress framed this tax legis- 
lation to help business. I only hope 
that what we had expected will not 
be dampened or thrown. away by 
this speech the President made yes- 
terday.” 

Roosevelt permitted the revenue 
measure to become a law last night 
without his signature, because, as 
he said at Arthurdale, he did not 
want to seem to favor “the aban- 
donment of an important principle 
of. American taxation.” This was 
an obvious reference to the undis- 
tributed profits tax, advocated by 
the President and condemned by 
many business spokesmen, which 
the new law continues for two years 
only in a drastically modified form. 

Although Saturday sessions usual- 
ly are thinly attended, most of the 
Senators were in their seats when 
Harrison rose to start his address 


at noon. ee 


Harrison said Roosevelt had been 


did not bear on the big and little

Harrison paused frequently to 
survey the crowded chamber. He 
frequently waved a copy of Roose- 
velt’s speech. He stood near Sena- 
tor Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, who 
defeated him for the Senate major- 
ity leadership by one vote last year. 

The new tax law, the Mississippi- 
an declared, should “unfreeze much 
of the credit of this country, and 
be most helpful in getting some new 
industries started to relieve unem, 
ployment distress,” 

“I am not. a member of any 
group or body that abandoned 
American principles of taxation,” 
Harrison said. If the modified un- 
distributed . profits levy “doesn’t 
work,” he added, he would favor 
“going back to the old, time-hon- 
ored principle of a flat tax rate on 
corporations.”

“A cross-section ‘of the nerve 
discloses a core, consisting largely 
of oriented protein molecules, sur- 
rounded by a sheath that is made 
up of both protein and lipides—a 
fat-like substance. This myelin 
sheath seems to be an important 
part of the nerve fiber for it de- 
termines the efficiency and the 
speed with which the nerve trans- 
mits impulses.” 


Through X-ray diffraction and 
polarized light Dr. Schmitt has 
reached fairiy definite conclusions 
as to the molecular structure of 
the sheath. It is composed of lay- 
ers, each about 170 Angstrom units 
—or 170-250,000,000 of an inch— 
in thickness, he said. The lipides 
occur in double molecular layers 
and account for about 140 units, 
leaving the rest of the thickness 
for protein components. 


Like Spokes in Wheel. 


Another important discovery is 
the arrangement of these two types 
of molecules. They occur in con- 
centric layers, the lipides being 
constrained to remain in their own 
layer—perhaps by a binding  ef- 
fect of the proteins, Dr. Schmitt ex- 
plained. The lipides always extend 
radially — like the spokes in s 
wheel. Interspersed between them 
the protein material is nged 
in layers parallel to the surface of 
the fiber. Recently it. has been 
found that this structure also oc- 
curs in red blood and many other 
living cells, 


One of the first practical results 
of Dr. Schmitt’s work may come 
from this stratification. It is pos 
sible, he explained, to extract vir- 
tually pure lipide matter from 
nerves and to build up layer after 
on of these molecules on a giass 
slide. 


“By means of polarized light— 
under which each thickness has a 
different color—we are now able 


said. “But what is more impor- 
tant, this process allows us to build 
a kind of artificial nerve sheath. 
We get the essential nerve ingredi- 
ents on our slide, and it is to be 
hoped that eventually such models 
will show electrical properties sim- 
ilar to those of nerves, thus paving 
the way for an understanding of 
the fundamental nature of nerve 
action.”

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INCREASE OF BILLION 
IN APPROPRIATIONS 


Bilis Already Signed or ,.Pend- 
ing in Congress Total 
$10,355,000,000 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON; May 28.—Pres- 
ent indications are that appropria- 
tions at this session of Congress 
will total more than $10,355,000,000, 
almost a billion dollars in excess 
of last year’s amount. 

Appropriation bills carrying $10,- 
355,131,879 already have become 
law or are pending in the Senate 
or House. Total appropriations last 
year were $9,356,000,000. 

Administration leaders contend 
the business recession is responsible 
largely for the increased outlay; 
Republicans say Democrats are 
trying to buy victory at the polls 
in November. 

President Roosevelt originally 
estimated that $1,000,000,000 would 
be needed for relief in the fiscal 
year starting July 1, but the Sen- 
ate has under consideration a $2,- 
816,905,000 appropriation for work 
relief and heavy public works proj- 
ects. The pending measure would 
permit still other funds already on 
hand to be used in the administra- 
tion’s lending-spending program. 

Work Relief for Eight Months. 

Although the Senate Apprapria- 
tions Committee added $297,480,- 
000 to the amount the House ap- 
proved for relief and public works, 
the in¢reased total*is expectéd of- 
ficially to carry the Works Pro- 
gress Administration only through 
eight months of the next fiscal 
year. 

The House has kept almost all 
of the major regular appropriations 
this year below the budget bureau’s 
estimates, but the Senate has in- 
creased m frequently. 

One of ‘the increases involves 
$212,000,000 added to the spending- 
lending bill to provide additional 
payments to wheat, corn and cotton 
farmers co-operating with the Gov- 
ernment’s crop control programs. 

House and Senate members of a 
joint conference committee are 
deadlocked at present over the Sen- 
ate’s addition of more than $40,000,- 
000 to the $491,225,313 War Depart- 
ment appropriation bill. Most of 
the increase is for anti-aircraft 
and seacoast defenses, but the 
House members contend there is no 
budget recommendation for the 
items and refuse to approve them. 
Final action on the bill awaits set- 
tlement of this controversy. 

Nine Supply Bills Signed. . 

President Roosevelt has signed 
nine of the regular supply bills and 
the House has approved all but one, 
the final deficiency bill. Appropria- 
tions Committee members say this 
measure will carry a total of more 
than $300,000,000. The bill will be 
ready for House debate June 6. 

In addition to the relief and army 
appropriations, some of the major 
funds already voted include $1,423,- 
098,240 for more than 30 ‘independ- 
ent governmental agencies: $1,403,- 
683,526 for the Treasury and Post- 
office Departments, $546,866,494 for 
the Navy Department and $129,678,- 
460 for the Interior Department.

New Law, Now Effective, Wipes 
Several “Nuisance” Taxes. 


The new tax-bill, intended to 
raise $5,000,000,000 or more, became 
law iast midnight without the 
President’s signature on expiration 
of the 10-day period in which he 
must sign or veto a measure ap- 
proved by Congress. 

The new law wipes out a group 
of “nuisance taxes” and revises 
business taxes. 

On July 1, the Treasury will stop 
collecting these taxes: 

Tooth paste, soaps and other 
toilet articles, 5 per cent; furs, 3 
per cent; phonograph records, 5 
per cent; sporting goods, 10 per 
cent; cameras and lenses, 10 per 
cent; chewing gum, 2 per cent; 
matches, 2 cents per 100 on, plain 
and one-half cent per 1000 on paper 
matches, ' 

The only new excise tax will be 
an increase, also on July 1, from 
$2 to $2.50 per gallon on newly 
manufactured liquor. 

The revised income tax laws, in- 
cluding provisions dealing with un- 
distributed profits and capital 
gains, apply to 1938 income, upon 
which returns must be filed by 
March 15, 1939. 


These changes in brief: 

Individual income—No change in 
rates or coverage except as to 
capital gains. 

The new law includes in ordinary 
income all of capital gains realized 
in less than 18 months, minus simi- 
lar capital losses, and permits ex- 
cess of 18-month losses over gains 
to be carried over to following 
year; includes in ordinary income 
two-thirds of capital gains taken in 
from 18 to 24 months, with maxi- 
mum tax rate on these gains of 20 
per cent and permission to credit 
excess capital losses against other 
income; includes in ordinary  in- 
come, half of capital gains realized 
in more than 24 months with maxi- 
mum tax rate of 15 per cent and) 
permission to credit excess losses 
against other income. 

Corporation income — Old law 
provided normal tax on profits of 
8 to 15 per cent plus 7 to 27 per 
cent tax on undistributed profits. 
New law provides single tax of 12% 
to 16 per cent on profits of cor- 
porations earning less than $25,000 
in year; intermediate rates on cor- 
porations close to the $25,000 line; 
flat tax of 19 per cent on profits 
of larger corporations, less credit 
of 2% per cent of amount of profits 
distributed to stockholders, thus 
making 16% per cent minimum tdx 
on corporations distributing all 
profits. 

The last provision to go in effect 
will be a reduction from $5000 to 
$4000 in the gift tax exemption, be- 
ginning next year.

When they finally fell silent 
he tugged at his cap and looked 
over the line for once. Here, then, 
the little boy whom practically ev- 
erybody had overlooked stood need- 
ing an eight-foot birdie putt for 
what was, to all intents and pur- 

poses, the world’s amateur golf 
championship. 

When he addressed his ball, only 

two things could be heard—the

Going contrary to the experience 
of most cities, there were a few in 
which no letdown in building work 
occurred during the first four 
months of 1938. - Most of the activ- 
ity, however, was in residential con- 


struction, as commercial building 
continued to lag, and industrial work 


virtually was at a standstill. For the 
country as a whole, losses were re- 
corded for each of the four months, 
with the exception of January. Per- 
mits issued during February were 
the smallest for any month since 
February, 1936, and slumped 37 per 
cent from the corresponding 1937 
values. 

March permit values for the 215 
cities, reporting to Dun & Brad- 
street, Inc., were down about the 
same amount, going 36.8 per cent’ 
under those for March, 1937, despite 
a rise from February, due to the 
expansion of F H A mortgage loans 
to a record monthly high. For 2032 
cities, reporting to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, March values were 
37 per cent loss than a year ago. 
For the first four months of 1938 
the decline from the 1937 compara- 
tive was 7.9 per cent, builders evi- 
dently resisting all the efforts ap- 
plied by both Federal and state 
agencies to arouse activity. 

Absence of noteworthy progress 
thus far this spring was viewed as 
indicative of a 1938 construction 
volume but little over that for 1937. 
Lack of confidence in the immedi- 
ate future kept numerous prospec- 
tive home owners from liquidating 
their reserves. In small communi- 
ties, some banks were prohibited by 
law from adding mortgage invest- 
ments, because of too high a ratio 
of this type of security in their 
portfolios. These were some of the 
major developments revealed by a 
survey of the building industry, 
which has just been completed by 
Dun & Bradstreet, Inc. 

Permit Values Below ’87. 

Every month in 1936, building 
permit values exceeded the total for 
the compdrative one in 1985. As a 
result, total permit values for 1936 
reached $980,496,615, a rise of 64.3 
per cent from the $596,686,708 for 
1935, which had jumped 71.3 per 
cent over the 1934 figures. . During 
1937, five months fell behind their 


drops were in the last haif of the 
year. In spite of the declines, 1937 
building permit values reached a 
six-year high at. $1,130,576,771, for 
the 215 cities of the United States 
reporting regularly to Dun & 
Bradstreet, Inc. 

While it was the first time since 
1931 that the $1,000,000,000-mark 
had been reached, the gain over the 
1936 total was only 15.3 per cent, 
the smallest year-to-year rise since 
1934, when an increase of 11.1 per 
cent brought to a halt a series of 
seven annual losses. Bas@i on the 
value of permits, issued in 1728 
cities, having a population of 2500 
or more, the 1937 compilation of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics gave 
an increase of 10 per cent over the 
1936 building total, or approximate- 
ly the same as its 1931 figures.

Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion on May 13 offered at par and 
accrued interest $25,000,000 of Series 
A, 2 per cent notés of the Federal 
National Mortgage .Association, 
dated May 16, and maturing in five 
years.

Building Cost Higher. 

Lack of confidence was given as 
the chief obstacle to realty and 
building activity by the 260 cities 
covered in the thirtieth semi-annual 
survey of realty conditions made 
by the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards. A close sec- 
ond wa sthe number of reports 
which cited high material costs as 
the main deterrent to expansion 
during 1938. Scarcity of operative 
builders with adequate capital was 
stressed by 51 per cent of the cities, 
lack of buying power by 57 per cent,

The tax rate was found to be 
lowest in the Hast, an average of 
$2.79 per $100 valuation, but the 
percentage at which the prop- 
erty was assessed was highest, or 
about 90 per cent.

“No evidence need be cited to 
show that parts of most of our 
larger American cities are suffer- 
ing from blight and decay. This 
blight arises in part from the at- 
tractions of the suburbs and the 
means of reaching them afforded 
by transportation facilities. But 
the blight and decay into which 
parts of our large cities have fallen 
arise also from unnecessary condi- 
tions for which the cities are re- 
sponsible. 


“It is not extravagant to assert 
that uncontrolled, poorly planned, 
haphazard city growth has caused 
a preventable loss to American 
cities of many billions of dollars a 
year. 


Reconstruction Question. 

“Largely from the men engaged 
in the business of real estate in 
its broadest sense must come the 
answer to the question whether we 
shall be able to plan our cities, 
reconstruct the blighted areas, and 
make cities really livable. If you, 
in co-operation with proper com- 
munity agencies, work out this vast 
program, you will not only find 
good business opportunities for 
yourselves, but also greatly expand 
employment and contribute gener- 
ously to living conditions, 

“Significant experiments have 
been tried in Great Britain and in 
this country. 


“Our disproportionate emphasis 
on taxes on real estate is one fac- 
tor to be faced here. There can 
be no real improvement without 
more effective zoning of cities and 
more effective general planning of 
their growth and development. It 
should be the policy of the city and 
, -its ordinances to encourage and fa- 
‘cilitate demolition of structures 
‘that are dangerous to physical or 
social health. 


“Rebuilding on a large scale such 
as is hecessary in certain circum- 
stances will probably entail some 
kind of governmental or private 
co-operative ventures on a large 
scale. Public utility. housing com- 
missions are a suggestive possibil- 
ity. -And beneath all, the venture 
will require lower building costs,” 
_ “The problems you face today in 
the business of real estate are the 
problems of a mature business, and 
not only the problems that char- 
acterize the period of youthful and 
exuberant growth. 

“All the drive and resourceful- 
ness and courage that characterize 
the most individualistic period of 
your industry will contintie to be 
necessary. There is no substitute 
for them. But something more is 
needed. You face harder problems 
of a somewhat different kind. Your 
attack must be, in several impor- 
tant respects, a co-operative attack. 

“The real difficulty with our pri- 
vate capitalistic enterprises is the 


family pocketbook today for low- 
er cost nouses if there is to be any 
great volume of new building. The 
study indicates that the average 
of such family income declined 
from $1859 in 1929 to $1227 in 
1933,” Dean Willets pointed out. 
“The 1938 figures will presumably 
be in between these two, but prob- 
ably nearer the latter than the 
former figure. In 1929 our. na- 
tional income paid out totaled ap- 
proximately 83 billion dollars. After 
dropping to 38 billion in 1932 it 
climbed to 62.4 billion in 1936 and 
has been estimated at 67.5 billion 
dollars in 1937. It will probably 
be substantially lower in 1938 than 
it was in 1937 or 1936. We all 
hope that these recessions in the 
national income will be only temp- 
orary, but they must be faced to- 
day.” , 

Today’s Problems. 
As to the National Real Estate 
Foundation, proposed to foster re- 
search on fundamental factors af- 
fecting real estate use and value, 
and to co-ordinate educational pre- 
paration on a professional basis 
for those who engage in the real 
estate business, Dean Willets said: 
“I congratulate the men in the 
business of real estate on this evi- 
dence of real estate’s ‘Coming of 
Age.’ You Rave given proof that 
you do not intené to abdicate your 
responsibilities on larger issues. 
_ “We are in a confused phase of 
world history. At a time of rapid 
change and great confusion such 
as this, horseback opinions alone 
will not do. We must enlarge the 
area of fact on the basis of which 
useful public and private action 
may confidently rest. Business is 
concerned in unbiased discovery 
and analysis of the facts, for busi- 
ness fas responsibilities to con- 
serve. 
“Only by such sound approach 
cah such modern problems as 
proper rebuilding of our cities be 
satisfactorily achieved.”

and exorbitant taxes by about half 
of those reporting. 

Based on its monthly building cost 
index, the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Review found that the cost 
of building a standard six-room 
house in the average American city 
had’ increased by $476 in the last 
two years. Higher prices for build- 
ing materials were responsible for 
$260 of the increase. Wages paid 
labor accounted for $216, the bal- 
ance of the rise. In January, 1936, 
the average cost of materials was 
$3214 and of labor $1577 for the six- 
room house. In February, 1938, 
the former had risen to $3474, and 
the latter to $1793. 


Rents for April still averaged 2.3 
pe: cent more than a year ago. The 
rent (housing) index of the Nation- 
al Industrial Conference Board reg- 
istered 87.2 this year; for April, 
1937, it was 85.2, This extended the 
dcwnward movement for the sev- 
enth consecutive month, following 
an unbroken rise for 46 months, 
which carried it from 62.7 for Jan- 
uary, 1934, the all-time low, to 89.2 
for October, 1937. Since then, it has 
dropped each month. 


Only one application for corpo- 
rate reorganization, under the pro- 
vision of Section 77-B, was listed 
under the building industry for 
1937. This marked an all-time low, 
comparing with five for both 1936 
and 1935, and with three for 1934. 
For the first four months of 1938 
there were two cases entered, which 
gave a total of 16 applications since 
June 7, 1934. 

For the first time in six years, 
failures in the building industry in- 
creased during 1937. The gain was 
only 28, the number moving up to 
260 from 232 for 1936, which set a 
new low. Up-trend slackened since 
the first of the current year, the 
January-April monthly average of 
17.2 failures, ecutrestinn with 216 
for the full 12 months of 1937. ,

It was at 11:30 a. m., on that day, 
a year ago, in the picturesque Cha- 
teau de Cande, that Edward, first 
Duke of Windsor, took as his bride 
Mrs. Wallis Warfield, the attrac- 
tive, square-jawed American wom- 
an, twice divorced, for whom he 
had given up throne. and empire. 


That was a rare day. The birds 
were singing and the gentle sum- 


a million flowers. Sunshine bathed 
the velvet green of the country- 
side and in the distance the lazy 
Loire sparkled like a tray of gems. 


Are they still happy today? Are 
there any regrets? Is there an 
heir on the way? 


Answer to the first question is 
yes, emphatically. They are more 
devoted to each other than ever 
and inasmuch as they are begin- 
ning to succeed in their efforts to 
slip out of the public eye their lives 
are more their own than at any 
previous time. They are virtually 
inseparable. ' 
Yes, there are regrets. The Duke 
bitterly regrets that Wallis has not 
yet been officially accorded recog- 
nition as a Royal Duchess and that 
he has not been invited to bring 
her back to England, where he 
feels they belong. He Has vowed 
never to set foot again on British 
soil until this recognition is forth- 
coming; until she is officially Her 
Royal Highness, 

As to the third question, the an- 
swer (for the hundredth time) is 
no, there is no heir on the way. 
The Windsors are making their 
home at Cap d’Antibes on the beau- 
tiful French Riviera. They have 
signed a lease for two years ($15,- 
500 a year), with an option of a 
third year, on Villa Lacroe, owned 
by an American-born Englishman, 
Sir Pomeroy Burton. 

Villa Lacroe is situated on a 
high point, almost af the tip of the 
Cap, overlooking the blue Mediter- 
ranean, ; 
Down the curve of the red beach, 
less than two miles from the villa, 
is a point of historic interest con- 
cerning another famous exile. It 
was there that Napoleon landed 
when he was smuggled back from 
Elba to sweep back to power for 
the last time. 

There is no parallel in the 
thoughts and the desires of the two 
exiles, however.

ONE WOMAN FOUND an espe-/| mail. 


As long as it observes this policy, 
the Social Register Association will 
remain true to the *unmercenary 
aim of its originator, the late Louis 
Keller, a wealthy bachelor W 
moved in the most select circl 
of New York society. Back in the 
last century, The Mrs. Astor asked 
Louis Keller to prepare a list of 
persons whom she might invite to 
a reception. The list was to be even 
more exclusive than the famed 
“400,” and comprised probably not 
more than 200 names. Mrs. Astor's 
approval of the list immediately 
placed it in great demand, and Kel- 
ler was asked to have it printed. 
That was the nucleus of the New 
York Social Register. 

More broadminded than some 
trans-Alleghany aristocrats, he 
presently came to the conclusion 
that in other large cities there were 
persons of birth and breeding, a 
list of whom with addresses, tele- 
phones and the name of their 
yachts, ought to be made available. 
Since the abandoning of those nine 
cities, there are now 12 registers, 
two or three of which list the elite 
of more than one city. For in- 
stance, the Wilmington of the du 
Ponts is included in Philadelphia; 
Cincinnati and Dayton form one di- 
rectory. To their great discomfort, 
acceptable Kansas, Cityans appear 
in the St. Louis register. To com- 
bat this foreign absorption of the 
best people, a Kansas City Social 
Register, unaffiliated with the orig- 
inal association, appeared some 
years ago. To date the original con- 
cern has had it enjoined three 
times from using the name, and re- 
tently sued the operators for $100,- 
000. Persons listed in a recognized 
register have the privilege of trans- 
fer to that of city on moving, a 
privilege of course not extended to 
those whose names appear in an 
unaffiliated directory.

HE social register holds the 

anomalous position enjoyed by 

other institutions, association 
with which carries a certain social 
cachet. Those who are in accept 
the honor. But those who are out 
often strive desperately for recog- 
nition. That is one of the reasons 
the local admissions board, com- 
posed of five social arbiters ap- 
pointed from New York, preserves 
anonymity, as does the woman, her-

St. Loouis attends only to cler- 
ical matters. This woman professes 
not to know who sits on the admis- 
sions committee, and is happy not 
to. If it was thought she could get 
to them, it would be even harder 
for her to deal with aspiring fami- 
lies who, having somehow discov- 
ered her identity, frequently be- 
seech her to use her influence.

There is nothing mysterious about 
the manner in which new names 
are added to the directory. A per- 
son with social ambitions, or here- 
tofore unrecognized qualifications, 
may himself apply, through the as- 
sociation address appears in 
every book. After filling out ap- 
plications and obtaining the in- 
dorsement of three persons who 
are already included, he waits for 
the notice that he. has been ac- 
cepted, From time to time he will 
receive slips asking for up-to-date 
information: .In November he will 
receive “the big book,” as the St. 
Louis representative refers to it; 
in January, comes a supplementary 
leaflet, called “dilatory domiciles”; 
in June appears the summer regis- 
ter, including in one volume sum- 
mer addresses for families listed in 
all the directories. He can sub- 
scribe for the books, or return 
them, as he sees fit. 

Not all newcomers to the lists 
apply in their own behalf. A per- 
son who is already included may 
suggest additional names, getting 
for them the requisite indorse- 
ments. If a person has Leen passed 
‘on and asked to supply the data for 
his Inclusion, and then ignores the 
communications—which incidental- 
ly are always in the third person— 
or declines the proffered honor, he 
can never more get in. This rul- 
ing does not, however, extend to 
the second generation. 

Many names are added annually 
through marriage—a process called 
“marrying into the Social Regis- 
ter.”

“Gentlemen Unafraid,” which will run 10 nights, is a romantic 


musical with a background ‘of West Point life at the beginning of the 
Civil War and later. Intended for production next fall at New York's 
big Center Theater, its appearance here is in the nature of a tryout for 
Broadway. : 

The score is the first composed for the stage by Kern in nearly 
eight years and the first of his shows to have a premiere here. Kern’s 
“Show Boat” and “Roberta” are revivals of the present season in the 
park and his “Music In the Air” and “The Cat and the Fiddle” have 
been popular in the outdoor theater in the past. The composer, on 
the advice of his physician, has decided not to come to St. Louls from 
California for the premiere. 

Hammerstein and Harbach, who have been in town for the past 
week to help Productions Manager Richard Berger whip the show 
into shape, will be present Friday night. The two have collaborated on 
is Marie,” “Sunny,” “Song of the Flame,” “Wildflower” and “Golden 


Dawn.” Harbach also shares credit 
for “The Cat and the Fiddle” and 
“Roberta,” while Hammerstein has 
“Show Boat” and “The New Moon” 
among his writing successes. 


The music of “Gentlemen Un- 
afraid,” described by Harbach and 
Hammerstein as some of Kern’s 
best composition, will have a brief 
pre-hearing Wednesday night at 
the annual opera guarantors’ din- 
ner at Hotel Jefferson, when mem- 
bers of the company will sing se- 
lections from the show.

At Dneproges, a few miles from 
the Dnieper River, eight of the

Reasons for the Purge. 


If many of the plants: are new, 
trademarked “Made in Soviet Rus- 
sia,” few of the people are. Fear, 
revenge and hostility are rooted 
deep in many of the hurrying men 
who give the Ukraine its present 
appearance of busy prosperity. Un- 
der a dictatorship, whether of a sin- 
gle man or of the proletariat, there 
is no way of counting these people, 
even roughly. 

They are the core of the domestic 
problem in the Ukraine, as the Ger- 
man “Drang nach Osten” is the 
core of its foreign problem. The 
purge has been and still is a Bol- 
shevik answer to both problems. 

On the one hand, the Bolsheviks 
claim to have rebuilt the peasantry 
of the Ukraine by collectivization 
and the 5,000,000 workers and em- 
ployes of the same territory by 
substitution of Socialist incentives 
for the profit motive. Alexei Stak- 
hanov, the coal miner whose name 
has been given to the newest So- 
cialist form of labor organization 
—the Soviet variant of the Amer- 
ican speed-up—is himself a Ukrain- 
ian, brought up in the Don Basin 
coal fields. , 

There was not one Ukrainian-lan- 
guage school 10 years ago; now 
there are 17,736, teaching 4,319,000 
c nin their native speech. 

There are a few Soviet Ukrainian 
scholars with world reputations: 
Trofim Lisengo, the Soviet Bur- 
bank; Prof. A. A. Bogomolets, can- 
cer specialist; Dr. V. P. Filatov, the 
first man to transplant successful- 
ly the cornea of an eyeball; Mikhail 
Sholokhov, the Soviet Union’s most 
popular author, is a Ukrainian; in 
Alexander Dovzhenko the Ukraine 
has produced one of the Soviet's 
leading motion-picture directors. 
Soviets’ Enemies Increase. 

On the other hand, the Bolshe- 
viks’ own count of the enemies they 
have produced grows day by day 
more staggering. Besides the kul-' 
aks, or wealthier peasants, and oth- 
er open enemies who have been liq- 
uidated, it includes many of the 
men who built the Soviet Ukraine. 
Except for Gregory. Petrovsky, 
bearded President of the Ukrain- 
ian Republic, there is hardly a Uk- 
rainian political figure of a decade 
ago who is still in office. 

The others have been disgraced. 
Gen. Jonas Yakir, military com- 
mander of the Ukraine and hero of 
its civil-war struggle, was shot with 
Marshal Tukhachevsky. P. P. Lyub- 
chenko, thairman of the republic's 
Council of People’s Commissars, 
committed suicide last September. 
Gregory F. Grimko, Ukrainian, who 
was Soviet Finance Commissar for 
seven years, was executed after the 
Bukharin-Rykov trial in March. 
Papel Postishev, Communist party 
secretary of the Ukraine, has him- 
self been driven into retirement and 
disgrace by the very purge he 
helped to start two years ago, 

In two weeks of travel in the 
Ukraine one meets few Russians 
who are not themselves in some 
degree baffled by the parddox of 
apparent prosperity and continu- 
ing purge.

Farm Organization Undertakes 
to Have Local Chapter in 
Each Corn County — Leader 


Opposed to Restriction Ss.

ORN belt farming is highly specialized 


and has produced a high proportion of . 


well-to-do land owners. The corn belt is 
one of America’s market baskets equally as 
important as the bread basket: of the wheat 
belt, for corm means beef and pork for the 
tables of the masses, 

Why an influential group of corh grow- 
ers should have joined in an organized pro- 
test against the new crop control law is, 
therefore, an interesting” question. The 
Post-Dispatch asked Tilden J. Burg, presi- 
dent of the new organization, called the 
Corn Belt Liberty League, for the explana- 
tion, and in an extended interview he dis- 
cussed the principles and objectives of te 
movement. 

At the outset he wished to dispel any 
thought that the farmers associated in this 
movement are in “revolt”; they are merely 
exercising, he declared, what they conceive 
to be their constitutional right to join to- 
gether in protest against. a law which has 
features they do not like, 


Opposed to Compulsory 
Management by Government. 


The organization is so new that it has not 
developed an elaborate set of policies; in 
fact, its membership seemingly embraces 
many shades of opinion. But there is one 
fundamental principle on. which he said all 
were agreed: They are resolutely opposed 
to compulsion by the Government in the mat- 
ter of planting and marketing their crops 
and otherwise managing the land on which 


‘they, as owners, have the responsibility of 


paying the taxes. 

In the articles incorporating the League 
under the laws of Illinois, the purposes are 
briefly set out as follows: 

To preserve the independence of the 
American farmer, and through the farmer, 
independence for all, 


To co-operate in securing a fair pre- 
gram of taxation affecting agriculture in 
state and nation. 

To oppose compulsion of farmers, and 
restrictions as to their aie and farming 
methods. 

To adopt a program affecting agricul- 
ture from time to time as in the judgment 
of the officers and members is for the 
benefit of all. 

In general, by honorable means, to efi- 
deavor to preserve the constitutional 
rights of all engaged directly or indirect- 
ly in agricultural activities. 

The third plank in this short platform is 
what Burg calls the heart of it—opposition 
to compulsion, 


Penalty Tax Provides 
Machinery for Compulsion. 


No direct compulsion hasbeen attempted 
on the Corn growers so far, he admits, It 
is true, as officials of the Agricultural Ad- 
ministration have been saying in public ex- 
planations, that the corn grower is free to 
plant as many acres as he wishes; but the 
farmer ‘choosing to exceed the acreage al- 
lotted to him by the AAA will have to 
forego certain benefit payments proposed to 
be made for reduction of soil-depleting crops 
and could obtain from the Government only 
60 per cent as much “corn loan” as a farm- 
er who complied with his allotment would be 
entitled to receive.

“We are opposed to such’ compulsion,” 
Burg said, “and we believe that a majority 
of the Corn Belt farmers are opposed to it 
and will vote against it if they are fully in- 


formed and will take the trouble to vote. 


One of the purposes of this league is to tell 
the farmers what a marketing quota will 
mean and to urge them to vote in case a 
referendum is ordered. 

“In the educational meetings that AAA 
officials have conducted in this section those 
of us opposing the corn program have had 
no effective voice. We could attend as indi-‘ 
viduals and express our opinions, but they 
had no effect as against the organized prop- 
aganda of the professional AAA officials 
and the paid county and township commit- 
teemen. We intend to build an organization 
strong enough to make ourselves heard.” 

Burg has farmed [Illinois corn land for 20 
years and now at the age of 43 has abaut 
$00 acres under cultivation. He operates 
160 acres of this as owner and the rest as 
renter. The rented part has been under his 
management for 19 years. He follows the 
practice of feeding the corn on the farm te 
livestock, marketing annually about 160 cat- 
tle and 400 hogs. 


Objections Not Based 


on Personal Grievance. 


He said the corn acreage allotted to him 
this year was not disappointing and that his 
objections to the program were not based on 
personal grievance. On his 160-acre farm, 
for example, he has been allotted 654 acres 
for corn. Normally he would plant about 70 
acres, he said, but this year he had good 


grass land that was better left unplowed so. 


that 64 acres was plenty for corn. This 
might not be so another year, he said, and 
he dia not wish to be subject to orders from 
Washington. 

Burg is married and has three children.

Organization meetings also 
have been held at Burlington, and Mount 
Pleasant, Ia., for Des Moines and Henry 
counties, respectively.

Burg 
was a spéaker there. 

Attendance at some. of the meetings ex- 
ceeded 1000, Burg said. Organization meet- 
ings in several other Illinois counties are 
scheduled. 

The headquarters office provides speakers 
and organizers. Membership dues are $2 a 
year. 

Burg took notice of charges that the 
league is an anti-administration political 
movement. Such charges recently were 
voiced by Secretary of Agriculture Wallace. 
These charges were not true, Burg declared; 
farmers of all political views were included 
in the membership; opinions among farmers 
on compulsory crop control did, not follow 
party lines; on the board of governors of his 
own county chapter of the league were. three 
Republicans .and three Democrats; among 
the five farmers who called to see him while 
the . correspondent was there he identified 
two as Democrats. Burg is a Republican but 
said he had never been active in politics ex- 
cept to hold the elective office of township 
supervisor, in which he is now in his fourth 
term. 

One of the farmers to whom Burg gives 
credit for originating the Corn Belt Liberty 
League {dea is Carl Ruebush, a resident of 
McDonough County. He has a farm of 120 
acres, normally plants 40 of it-in corn and 
has been allotted 30 acres for corn this year. 
He told the correspondent the allotment was 
satisfactory, but he thought the present pro- 
gram only the forerunner of an attempt to 
apply compulsion. He doesn’t want any of 
that; he served a year in the army and

The other principal causes listed 
are worn-out lands and the pres- 
sure of population. 

This low income, the investigators 
emphasize, is not the result of the 
depression, although the depression 


have served to focus attention on 
these plague spots on the economic 
map. Taking $600 as the lowest 
amount upon which a farm family 
can exist with the minimum nec- 
essaries, the report points dut that 
in the supposedly prosperous year 
1929. farming as a way of living 
was far from the idyllic vision of 
the uninformed. 


Down on the Farm. 


The $600 minimum standard .of 
the experts included the value of 
the products produced and con- 
sumed on the farms. . Here is the 
finding for the last year of “pros- 
perjty”: 

“Approximately 7,700,000 persons 
lived in farm-operator households 
whose income was below $600 in 
1929, To these should be added an 
estimated 6,000,000 members of mar- 
ried farm laborers’ families, the 
great majority of which had in- 
comes below this level. Thus, prob- 
ably more than 13,000,000 farm per- 
sons are living in what might be 
called slum homes. Even more for- 
bidding is the fact that of the 1,700,- 
000 farm-operator families with in- 
comes below $600, approximately 
900,000 had incomes of less than 
$400 in 1929 and approximately 400,- 
000 had incomes of léss than $250.” 

These “disadvantaged” farm fam- 
ilies, the report says, are not con- 
fined to any one section, although 
they are most prevalent generally 
in the South and regions technical- 
ly known as the Appalachian-Ozark 
highlands, the cotton belt, thé lake

Calls Crop Control Futile. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your recent editorial, “A New Farm 

Revolt,” you mention the fact that one 
fundamental trouble with American agri- 
culture is the drying up of foreign mar- 
k A greater fundamental trouble is 
try, up of home markets, due to a 
widespread depletion of mass purchasing 


er. 
ae Mr. Ford has aptly said, we must 
Jook upon the unemployed as a lost mar- 
ket. To these should be added the mil- 
lions who, though they may have employ- 
ment, have incomes so small they must 
exercise the greatest economy, which 
means, of course, that they provide but 
a sorry market, 

Take this with the loss of foreign 
markets and we have a situation which 
has convinced most farmers that Govern- 
ment crop control is futile, in so far as it 
may benefit the farmer. 

The present low price of farm products 
confirms this. The average farmer knows 
little and cares less about the theory of 
an economic law. He is concerned only 
with results. 

Restricted production may be a very 
fine thing in theory, and does seem to 
work all right with large and powerful 
industries which have cash reserves suffi- 
cient to enable them to withhold products 
from the market, thus in substance say- 
ing, “Pay the price we ask or go with- 
out.” But the farmer is not in the for- 
tified position of industry. His business 
is always so near the margin of sub- 
sistence that he must sell at whatever 

price he can get in order to survive. 

Any program of restricted production 
for the farmer must provide a means of 
withholding products from the market, 
to place agriculture on a par with indus- 
try. This cannot be done without creat- 
ing untold misery and the loss of an in- 
calcujable amount of perishable prod- 


ity. Describing the decision as “probably one of the 
greatest of the past decade,” he says that it means 
that Congress can now accomplish, by simple law, 
the reciprocal taxation of governmental salaries by 
Federal and state governments. He finds without 
point the old argument that a constitutional amend- 
ment is needed, e. 

This position—the same as that which the Post-Dis- 
patch has taken on the basis of earlier decisions—is 
further justified by a reading of the text of the Port 
Authority decision. Justices Butler and McReynolds, 
the minority, saw clearly what the court was doing. 
In his dissent, the former said that so far as liabil- 
ity to a Federal income tax was concerned, the salaries 
paid by the Port Authority to its employes were not 
distinguishable from the salaries paid by states to 
their employes—a group heretofore immune by judi- 
cial rule from the Federal income tax.

ALBERTA’S ROBIN HOOD. 

Premier Aberhart of Alberta has left behind him 
the “Social Credit” panacea, with its unfulfilled 
promise of $25 a month, and has gone on to bigger 
things.

A body of legislation which he has recently 
passed has so alarmed investors that a movement 
has developed in Canada for the adoption of a con- 
stitutional provision similar to the due process 
clause of our fourteenth amendment. . 

By the latest Aberhart measures, the Albertan Gov- 
ernment, first, undertakes to impose a capital levy 
of 2 per cent on the face,of all mortgages. A penalty 
of 5 per cent a month Is fixed for failure to pay the 
tax before June 1, which, mathematically, confiseates 
the whole mortgage in a year and eight months. 

Second, any mortgagee who institutes foreclosure 
proceedings shall be required to pay $2000 to the 
person he dispossesses, which, obviously, would wipe 
out all mortgages of $2000 or less, 

Thifd, exemption from foreclosure at any time of 
the home quarter-section of any farm property, mean- 
ing the dwelling and the 160 acres surrounding it. 

Fourth, all debts contracted before 1936 are to be 
outlawed as of July 1, 1940, except when the creditor 
has effected a renewal agreement with the debtor, 

It is assumed, of course, that the Ottawa Parlia- 
ment will disallow’ this legislation, but responsible 
sentiment in Canada feels that constitutional pre- 
vention is preferable to parliamentary cure, The 
chaos of affairs in Alberta as a consequence of the 
crackpot theories of Aberhart is cited as too costly 
a visitation to be exposed to.

Soon it was made obligatory for every 
post to observe the day and for every com- 
rade to attend unless illness prevented. In 
1868, the first national Memorial day, 103 
such services were recorded. In 1869, the 
number grew to 336, It was to increase 
many fold in later years, as the Grand Army 
of the Republic perfected its organization, 
reaching into every community in the land.

The contract varies from the ver- 
tical pattern, however, in that each 
of the unions retains its identity 
as a craft organization.

A chief point of the contract is 
in its provision that for three years 
work may not be interrupted either 
bya union strike or an employer's 
lockout. Jurisdictional disputes be- 
tween the individual craft unions 
involved must be settled by the 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council.

These jurisdictional disputes arise 

over simple things like installation 
of doors and windows.

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NEW RULES FOR BIDS 
ON GOAL FOR SCHOOLS 


Sellers Must Maintain in Stor- 
age in City 5 Pct..of Order, 
» Up to 200 Tons. 


A new provision has been placed 
in specifications for the 1938-39 
supply of coal for the public 


schools, to require the successful 
bidders in a letting June 7 to main- 
tain storage yards in the city. 

The supply for the coming year, 
41,123 tons, cost of which is esti- 
mated at $110,000 to $125,000, will 
be second only to the municipal 
order in volume in the city. 

‘The new rule resulted from criti- 
cism within the Board of Education 
last year, when Mark D. Eagleton 
complained that some bidders were 
merely haulers, paying “starvation 
wages” to their labor and having no 
local yards to assure constant sup- 
ply. The board’s attorney, Emmet 
T. Carter, held last year that a re- 
quirement for standard prevailing 
wages for contractors’ employes 
would be invalid. The specifica- 
tions were changed for this year, 
however, to provide that each con- 
tractor must maintain in storage 
here at least 5 per cent of his+«or- 
der, up to 200 tons. 

Another new requirement of the 
specifications was that each mine 
from which fuel was obtained, its 
equipment and the contractor’s 
transportation facilities. and yard 
equipment must be adequate. Bid- 
ders were cautioned that the condi- 
tion of their hauling equipment 
would be considered in awarding 
contracts. : 

The spread of $15,000 in the cost 
estimate for the coming year was 
due to uncertainty as to whether 
the Bituminous Coal Commission, 
created under the Guffey-Vinson 
Act, might finally fix prices. Esti- 
mated cost of coal for the schools 
for the year now ending was $102,-' 
000. It was expected that the price 
per ton would show little change 
for the new year, unless the com- 
mission acted, but that the gross 
cost would go up because last win- 
ter was unusually mild. 

In comparison, the school coal 
supply cost $100,540 for 1936-37, 
$102,994 for 1935-36 and $140,400 for 
1934-35, when the N R A codes were 
in effect. 

Departing somewhat from last 
year’s specifications, which | per- 
mitted either water or air washing 
of screenings and required hand- 
picking of egg coal, the require- 
ments this year were for only wa- 
ter washing of the screenings, with 
the provision that all coal must 
comply with the city ordinances. 

Delivery from the mines or wash- 
ers by either truck or rail will be 
permissible again. The bulk of last 
year’s supply, as for several past 
years, came direct by truck. For 
the second successive year, heat- 
ing value for both egg coal and 
screenings of 11,000 British thermal 
units per pound was specified. As 
usual, a bonus will be paid for coal 
of higher heating value and a dou- 
ble penalty charge for that of lower 
value.

successful readjustment. This scene 
had sharply changed by 1930. 

“In addition to the disappearance 
of the frontier, which had occurred 
approximately two decades before 
the recent depression came, the fer- 
tility of the soil of many occupied 
areas was being rapidly depleted 
and it was becoming apparent that 
hundreds of thousands of farm fam- 
ilies were trying to make a living 
on land that should never have been 
subjected to cultivation. In other 
areas it was apparent that farms 
were too small for successful eco- 
nomic operation. In still other 
areas supplementary enterprises, es- 
pecially lumbering and mining, had 
exhausted the natural resources and 
could no longer employ excess farm 
labor in their operations. To all 
of these changed physical condi- 
tions was added an ever-increasing 
number of tenants and laborers in 
the farm population and a steadily 
diminishing ownership of farm real 
estate equities by those who till the 


soil. : 
Quick to Fail. 


“Share-croppers and farm labor- 
ers have little underpinning of sub- 
sistence security to buttress them 
when cash farm income or wages 
decline. They have little in the 
way of livestock, poultry or even 
gardens, which furnish food sup- 
plies to the average owner-operator. 
They generally have no accrued 
savings or capital assets upon 
which they can draw, and so they 
quickly fall into pauperism.” 

The report is divided into seven 
chapters on the groups of millions 
who are the victims of the present 
and long-range trend in agriculture. 
These are the general low income 
families, the hired farm laborers, 
the farm tenants, families on poor 
lands, migrating farm families, 
farm families on relief and reha- 
bilitation, and farm families in gen- 
eral on low standards of living. 

The farm tenants, including the 
share-croppers, receive special at- 
tention of the investigators. 

“The existence of almost 3,000,000 
tenant families, the members of 
whose households constitute ap- 
proximately 13,000,000 farm people,” 
the report declares, “sets a soc 
problem of the first magnitude with 
~wwhich the nation. must wrestle in 
an intelligent and constructive way, 
for farm tenancy in many of its 
aspects is a disadvantaging condi- 
tion in the lives of those who live 
and work in that status. 


Increase in Tenancy. 

“The fact that the rate of ten- 
ancy has moved up from 25.6 per 
cent in 1880 to 42.1 per cent in 1935, 
and the fact that the number of 
farm tenant families had almost 
trebled between 1880 and 19535, 
clearly indicate that this. condition 
is being aggravated rather than al- 
leviated as time goes on.” 

The report observes that not all 
tenant farmers are in the disadvan- 
taged class, because in 1930 more 
than 500,000 farm tenants were re 
atives of their landlords, many of 
whom had some expectation of in- 
heriting the farms they operated. 

“At its best,” the report con- 
tinues, “tenant status is a normal 
rung in the ladder from farm labor- 
er to farm ownership; or it is a 
stage of apprenticeship, during a 
period of learning successful farm 
management; or it is a means of 
accumulating the partial purchase 
price of a farm. “ 

Tenancy at ite Worst, 


“At its worst, tenancy forces 
family living standards below levels 
of decency, develops rural slums 
and breeds poverty, illiteracy and 
disease. In’ such circumstances, 
tenant families live in poor houses, 
almost universally in need of re- 
pair, often without doors and win- 
dows, with leaky roofs and some- 
times even without floors. Seldom 
are these houses equipped with 
running water, electricity, bath- 
rooms or indoor toilets. The sur- 
soundings are usually unsightly 
and devoid of beauty. The poorer 
tenant family’s food is simple, 
lacks in variety, and often lacks 
some of the essentials of good nu- 
trition. Their clothing, in a great 
many cases, is adequate for the 
mere protection of the body, much 
less to provide any sense of satis- 
faction. The incessant movement 
from farm to farm and from com- 
munity to community of families 
living under such conditions con- 
stitutes a disintegrating influence 
upon all social institutions and all |

Reporting that the children of 
tenants are most likely to become 
tenants themselves, the investiga- 
tors show sympathy for these un- 
fortunates who try to find some 
means of happiness. 

“What was once a rapidly mov- 
ing stream of farmers making 
steady progress to ownership has 
become, in some sections, a slug- 
gish stream or pool of congenital 
tenants,” the report says. “Appar- 
ently more and more in the future 
some men will be tenants simply 
ral ag they are the sons of ten- 
ants. 


Desire for Social Status. 


“In sOme cases, by the time this 
social inheritance has moved into 
the third generation, as it already 
has in many instances, the status 
of the tenant family will be fixed. 
Under some circumstances, farm 
families are scarcely to be ¢riti- 
cised for spending even hard- 
earney money for automobiles for 
the family and decent clothes for 
marriageable daughters in an at- 
tempt to maintain or gain social 
status. In a number of studies’ of 
farm family standards of living, 
this practice has been revealed. 
The desire for social status thus 
competes with the objective of 
gaining farm ownership in an un- 
derstandable way.” 

In late years there has been a 
decided increase in tenancy in Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Idwa and Arkansas. 
For Missouri, the jump was from 
27.3 per cent in 1880 of total farms 
to 38.8 per cent in 1935; for Illinois, 
from 31.4 per cent to 44.5 per 
cent; Iowa, from 23.8 per cent to 
49.6 per cent, and for Arkansas, 
from 30.9 per cent to 60 per cent. 

A Bill of Particulars. 

The share-cropper, of course, is 
the lowest type of farm tenant, 
and the report discloses that the 
ladder of ownership has its de- 
scents as well as ascensions. 

“Tenants are drifting down the

there is evidence that more 
croppers are becoming hired men 
than are attaining higher tenure 
status.” 

As noted before, the report makes 
no recommendations for bettering 
the living conditions of these rural 
slum dwellers. At one point it says 
that society at large has not real- 
ized that a large part of the agri- 
cultural population live constantly 
near the border line of pauperism. 
In other words, the report supplies 
this ignorance with a complete bill 
of particulars, but ig careful not 
to be an indictment.

prompt to be life-saving.” 
History and Appearance. 

Dr. McMahon suggested that in 
emergencies physicians might get 
a brief statement of the patient's 
history from the patient himself or 
from relatives and then proceed to 
a careful examination of the heart 
to determine rate, rhythm, the ex- 
istence of abnormalities, noting the 
patient’s general ap ce. 

The acute failures of the heart in 


infectious diseases such as diph-|- 


theria, pneumonia and septicemia 
may respond to emergency treat- 
ment but the preceding period of 
iliness reduces this possibility, he 
continued. The necessity for 
emergency treatment may be elim- 
inated if the physician observes 
the heart carefully during these 
diseases and takes steps to prevent 
failure, he said. . 

In coronary occlusion, the speak- 
er said, the physician should .try 
to produce mental and physical 
rest by administration of morphine 
sulphate to control pain. Heart 
action should be restored by caf- 
feine sodio-benzoate or strong cof- 
fee, but adrenalin and digitalis 
ought not to be used. 

Digitalis is indicated, he contin- 
ued,.in cases of failure from high 
blood pressure, hardening of the 
arteries or other causes. Rest is 
needed, and other beneficial. pro- 
gedures include the letting of blood, 

Treatment. 


Hemorrhage 

Emergency treatment for hemor- 
rhage was outlined by Dr. E. V. 
Mastin, who said death was in- 
evitable when there is a sudden 
loss of half the ordinary volume 
of blood. Symptoms of hemorrhage 
include fainting, dizziness, dis- 
turbed vision, roaring in the ears, 
restlessness, thirst, difficult breath- 
ing, palor of skin, lips and tongue, 
cold clammy skin, subnormal tem- 
perature and increasing white 
blood cell count. 

Steps in treatment, he said, are 
to stop the bleeding, prevent its 
recurrence, treat the patient for 
shock and restore blood volume, 
Minor hemorrhages may be stopped 
by changing the posiiton of the 
patient’s body, severer ones by fin- 
ger pressure on arteries or direct 
pressure on sterile gauze packed 
into the wound, he said. Blood 
transfusions, rest, warmth and cir- 
culatory stimulants were recom- 
mended. ‘

ATTORNEY MARK EAGLETON 
LOSES INCOME TAX APPEAL 


Decision That He Was Not Entitled 
to Deductions of $44,000 in 
1932 Return Is Upheld. 

The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in an opinion written by 
Judge Kimbrough Stone, yesterday 
affirmed a decision by the Federal 
Board of Tax Appeals, holding 
Mark D. Eagleton, lawyer, was not 
entitled to deductions of $44,000 for 
his 1982 income-tax return. A pe- 
tition for review filed by Eagleton 
was dismissed. 

The tax appeals board disallowed 
one deduction by Eagleton for

for loss in connection with stock 
held in the Bethlehem Pipe Fitting 
Corporation, which became insol- 
vent in 1931.

think we ought to have corn in 
our cribs from the good year to 
sell when the poor season comes 
along with its higher prices.” 

Third, the program appeared to 
have resulted in greatly increased 
importations of corn, pork and 
beef, “and we corn growers always 
think of meat products in terms 
of bushels of corn.” He thought 
the United States should be export- 
ing these products in greater 
amounts rather than having to im- 
port them. The league intended to 
make an analytical study of the 
imports for recent years and tell 
the farmers what it means to them.

Favors Freedom for Farmers. 

He wished it to be understood, 
,nowever, that the farmers’ in the 
Corn Belt Liberty League are not 
advocating the planting of greater 
corn acreage this year. They think, 
he said, that if farmers are kept 
well informed on crop conditions 
through reliable statistics, they will 
in general properly regulate their 
own production. They don’t think 
the majority of farmers want the 
compulsory plan, but if it is dem- 
onstrated that they do the corn 
belt farmers will go along. 

“We are not up in arms against 
the Government,” Burg said, with 
a smile. 

Since 1933 the Government 
through the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration, has been making loans on 
corn as a means of stabilizing 
prices and helping farmers to hold 
their products for orderly market- 
ing.

MY AMERICA. By Louis Adamic. (Harper 
& Bros., New York.)

well qualified to 

contemporary scene in the Unit- 
ed States. Immigrant, newspaper 
worker, soldier, sailor, laborer, and 
now a successful author, Mr. 
Adamic has intimate ‘knowledge of 
America from many points of view. 
Never forgetting his old world 
heritage, he has nevertheless en- 
tered with passionate enthusiasm 
into the life of his adopted coun- 
try. 


This attitude is reflected in “My 
America,” a book which refuses to 
be squeezed into any narrow cate- 
gory. Autobiography, literary 
criticism, history, economic and po- 
litical discussion, and the short 
story all go into the making of a 
composite picture of the past turbu- 
lent decade. Mr. Adamic is here 
writing primarily because of an in- 
ner necessity to clarify for himself 
recent events in his own mind. A 
sequel to “Laughing in the Jungle,” 
in which America was pictured as 
a vast socio-economic wilderness, 
this later volume shows a far 
greater perception of the relation 
of events to the whole pattern of 
national existence and is, therefore, 
a more mature estimate of the 
times than was the earlier work. 

A mind which is essentially pic- 
torial and dramatic hag enabied 
Mr. Adamic to portray graphically 
the people, institutions, and events 
which to him are significant of 
the complexity of American life. 
Equally typical are the satirist and 
individualist, Sinclair Lewis, and 
Phil La Follette, democratic in his 
friendly acceptance of people; 
“Honey John,” beekeeper in the Ten- 
nessee Mountains, whose ideas of 
morality were startlingly rational; 
and Arthur Morgan, the “discip- 
lined pragmatist” who heads Anti- 
oth College. The experiment in 
initiative at Black Mountain Col- 
lege, John Dewey and his commit- 
tee investigating the guilt of Trot- 
sky, and Maxo Vanka, the painter, 
experiencing a ghost in the Millvale 
church are all parts of one vast pic- 
ture. 


It is this concreteness of treat- 
ment which makes imposing Mr. 
Adamic’s discussion of social and 
economic matters. Labor, capital, 
and the foreign population cease to 
be mere textbook abstractions and 
appear as groups of actual people. 
Critical analyses of Big Business, 


the C I O, the A. F. L., the New 


Deal, and the Communist party are 
especially convincing because of the 
realism with which these institu- 
tions are presented. 

Clarity of vision has made con- 
structive Mr. Adamic’s suggestions 
for the solution of those problems 
with which his own experience has 
made him most familiar. His pro- 
posed “XYZ” organization offers a 
working basis for the assimilation 
of the foreign-born while preserv- 
ing for America the valuable part 
of their European culture, and is an 
eminently practical answer to alien- 
baiters. Hig plea for the develop- 
ment of “social consciousness” in 
all classes and for a pride in work 
rather than a snobbish desire to 
“rise in the world” shows a particu- 
larly acute understanding of the 
difficulties which lie at the root of 
the labor situation. Indeed, his story 
of the man who personified his ma- 
chines deserves to rank with the 
world’s truest parables. 


This book is, however, far more 
than a mere discussion of current 
events. It is a study in contrasts, 
a living and dynamic presentation 
of. the drama of America in which 
Mr. Adamic has shown this land in 
all her rich and amazing diversity. 
Reading becomes here a real ad- 
venture. —Mary Stephanie McDermott.

A Chronicler 
Of Sussex 


FAITHFUL STRANGER AND OTHER 
STORIES. By Shelia Kaye-Smith. (Har- 
per G Bros., New York.) 


HEILA KAYE-SMITH has es- 

tablished herself as a chronicler 

of Sussex. Her characters are 
comfortable landowners with large 
estates, small farmers, tradesmen, 
petty clerks, laborers, and servants. 
In the aggregate, they represent a 
credible cross-section of life in the 
region the author has chosen to in- 
terpret. Eleven of her short stories, 
of varying length and theme, are 
printed in the present volume. 

Perhaps the most impressive 
story included is “A Wedding 
Morn.” It tells with subdued pathos 
how Ivy Skedmore, perilously close 
to the thirties and spinsterhood, 
had made up her mind to marry 
a middle-aged mechanic who would 
be able to give her the security for 
which most women yearn after the 
first flush of romance has waned. 
Ivy was sick of “smells of grease 
and cabbage, the miserable rough- 
ness of her skin in the constant 
water, the unutterable weariness of 
her legs at her unresting stand be- 
fore the sink, all day, all day.” But 
there was Bill, who promised to 
leave the sea and settle down in a 
cottage if she'd call the wedding 
off and marry him, the man she 
really loved. The denouement de- 
velops with impressive dramatic 
power.

“Faithful Stranger” has to do 
with a man who, through a tre- 
mendous mental shock, was led to 
believe himself to be the husband 
of a woman he had adored from a 
distance. “The Man Whom the 
Rocks Hated” is foggy and uncon- 
vincing, since the protagonist, a 
man who fears evil influence di- 
rected against him by the rocks 
of a seashore resort, remains nebu)- 
ous and artificial to the end. The 
literary artist weary of the mean- 
ingless adulation of crowds is pic- 
tured in “The Praises of Obscurity.” 
Not the least item in Miss Kaye- 
Smith’s literary knapsack is a 
knowledge of, and feeling for, the 
folk tales and humor of Sussex folk. 
This asset is used to splendid ad- 
vantage in “The Pharisee” and 
“The Old Farmhouse.” “Strong 
Medicine” is an uncommonly poign- 
ant revelation of the spiritual agon- 
ies of a betrayed wife who has de- 
termined to murder her husband’s 
mistress. 

Some of the stories are rather 
slight in content, but all of them 
are competently done. Several of 
the selections are distinguished by 
adroit psychological nuances such 
as only the writer of depth and 
perspective is able to summon

HAT Liewelyn Powys, reared 
Tin the conventional atmosphere 

of an English vicarage, should 
define religion as “a heightened 
awareness of the poetry of exist- 
ence,” is not as indicative of re- 
bellion against traditional creeds, 
as of a natural appreciation of life, 
intensified by the constant threat 
of death.

THE LENIENT GOD. By Naomi Jacob. (The

AOMI JACOB'S latest novel is 

the story of a London bus driv- 

er who, but for a freakish in- 
cident in his school career, would 
have been a scholarship graduate 
of Cambridge University. It covers 
the unhappy years when Bill War- 
ren is trying to re-make his life 
on his family’s level; rather than 
his own, and when his one real 
love affair is in a state of te 
suspension because of Elspeth Sim- 
mon’s unfortunate burden of an in- 
sane husband.

All of this makes.a novel fairly

OME credit is due the author of

HAT evening one of these disturbing,

Fiore hurried 
forward to meet the caller, presumably a 
customer, Mrs. Fiore brushed a hand 
across her eyes, murmured, “I shouldn't be 
so silly,” and started to put away the sup- 
per dishes. 

Voices came back to her from the shop, 
but they were indistinct, and she paid no 
attention to them. Then someone entered 
the kitchen and said, “Hello, Mom.” She 
turned—and there was Donald. He had 
grown tall in the two years he had been 
away from home, but he was unmistakably 
Donald.

Quickly revived, the mother, with her hus- 
band, Donald's stepfather, listened to the 
story of the boy's wander years. He had 
run away in February of 1936—because he 
was tired of going to school, he said.

And the rockets bring results. Deserters

LONDON. 
EATH has thrown a 
disturbing spotlight on 
the mysterious antece- 
denis of Grey Owl, fa- 
mous Indian naturalist, 
author and lecturer. In- 
vestigating his past, the 
London Daily Express 
recently charged that 
the “Modern Hiawatha" 
perpetrated the greatest literary hoax since 
Joan Lowell published her “Cradle of the 
Deep.” : 

Grey Owl's romantic story of having been 
born in or near Mexico to an Apache In- 
dian woman and a Scottish scout named 
George McNeill, of having toured England 
as an Indian knife thrower with Buffalo 
Bill's Wild West Show. and then being 
adopted as a blood brother of the Ojib- 
way Indians of Canada, was, according to 
the newspaper, the work of a clever imag- 
ination. 

Basing its evidence on the statements of 
two English aunts of Grey Owl, an English- 
woman who was once his wife, and former 
schoolmates, the newspaper has stated flat- 

ly that Grey Owl was really Archibald 
Stansfeld Belaney. born in Hastings, En- 
gland, September 18, 1888, the son of 
George F. Belaney, a planter, and his wife, 
a white American whose maiden name was 
Kittie Morris. Grey Owl, the newspaper 
asserts, was educated in a school at Hast- 
ings, lived in that city with his aunts from 
the time he was 4 years old until he was 
17, and did not even see America until he 
was almost a young man. 

In those days, many English boys, like 
Americans, delighted in playing what they 
called Red Indian. Young Archie Belaney, 
statements of his relatives indicate, was so 
enthralled with the idea of being an Indian 
that it became almost an obsession with 
him, and he pliay-acted at it so determined- 
ly through his adult life that he became a 


Canadian “Indian” who was famed through- , 


out the British Empire, made a fortune out 
of his books and lectures on wild life, and 
even was presented to the King and Queen 
at Buckingham Palace. 

Formerly a trapper, guide and forest 
ranger in Saskatchewan and Northern On- 
tario, Grey Owl was moved by the ‘suffer- 
ings of a trapped beaver in 1928 into be- 
coming a conservationist. He began to 
write noture stories in a flowery style for 

British children's magazines, then published 
four books on Canadian woods life which 
sold a total of 100,000 copies. He was made 
chie{ conservationist at the Prince Albert 
National Park in Saskatchewan, received 
$500 a lecture on lecture tours of England 
and the United States, piled up a bank ac- 
count of $50,000, had his portrait painted 
by England's fashionable artist, Sir John 
Lavery, last fall lectured in Buckingham 
Palace before Princesses Elizabeth and Mar- 
garet Rose, and was talked of in England 
as getting the most enthusiastic reception of 
any American visitor since Mark Twain. 
Admirers called him “The Modern Hiawa- 
tha,” and he used the grandiose title, 
“Chief Scout of the North American In- 
dians.” Last December he stalked majes- 
tically out of the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany’s studios because officials tried to cen- 
sor his request that British children refrain 
from taking part in fox hunts, the favorite 
sport of Britain’s country aristocracy. 

Always clad in fringed buckskin and 
head feathers, and wearing his long black 
hair braided with leather thongs, Grey 
Owl's general appearance was what the 
public usually considers characteristic of 
the American Indian above the Rio Grande. 
Not the fat, moon-faced type of Indian with 
a flat nose and a slight Mongolian cast to 
his features. Rather, the tall, lithe and 
spare type with the noble Roman nose and 
sunken cheeks and grim, thin lips. But al- 
though he had these physical characteris-

Then English papers interviewed the 
Misses Ada and Carrie Belaney, two elder- 
ly maiden ladies of Hastings, England. 
They said that Grey Ow] was their nephew. 
Archie Belaney. That his parents met in 
America, came to Hastings in 1888, and 
Archie was born there. When Archie was 
4 years old, he went to live with his cunts, 
and until he was 16, attended Hastings 
grammar school. He always loved to 
dress up and play he was a Red Indian, 
and continually drew pictures of Indians, 
like those he used later to illustrate his 
books.

But soon, she said he grew restless and 
went back to Canada, when the war was 
over. Five years later, he wrote her that 
their marriage was “but an empty shell,” 
as he had fallen in love “with a French- 
Indian charmer.” Mrs. Cash got the mar- 
riage annulled. 

Mrs. Cash offered proof that her former 
husband, Archie Belaney, and Grey Owl 
were the same man. Archie had had the 
fourth toe of his right foot amputated in a 
London hospital in 1918, she said. The un- 
dertaker who had arranged Grey Owl's 
funeral said that the same toe was missing 
from Grey Owl's right foot. And army rec- 
ords revealed Grey Owl enlisted as Archie 
Belaney. _—
